An Indian corpse was always fur- 


nished- with 
tlie 
necessities—food, 


arms, tobacco, etc.—to be used dur- 
ing the trip to 'the "happy ' hunting 
ground." The whole was encased In 
an outer covering made of willows. 
Tbe body was then placed upon n 
platform In an ancie-nt cottonwood 
tree. Tlie feet of the departed Indian 
were turned with care fo the south- 
ward, for it was ti.ere tliat the Great 
Spirit was believed to have had his 
abode.
